No  return  or  refund  of  any  auction  lot 
will  be  considered  except  by  reason  of  lack 
of  authenticity,  unless  otherwise  provided  in 
these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale.  All  lots 
are  sold  under  the  condition  that  any  claims 
challenging  grading,  authenticity  or  methods 
of  manufacture  must  be  made  in  writing  within 
five  (5)  calendar  days  of  receipt  of  material. 
All  disputed  lots  must  be  returned  intact  as  re¬ 
ceived  in  their  original,  sealed  and  unopened 
container.  Late  remittance  or  removal  of  any 
lot  from  its  original  container  constitutes  just 
cause  for  revocation  of  all  return  privileges  for 
any  reason.

This  intriguing  die-polishing  error  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  come  to  the  notice  of  collectors.  Discovered  soon  after  its  issue,  1937-D  3-leg 
nickels  were  advertised  for  sale  in  an  advertisement  in  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  as  early  as  1937-38.  The  variety  was  caused  by  pol¬ 
ishing  of  the  dies  to  remove  clash  marks.  Die  clash  occurs  whenever  the  feeder  mechanism  of  a  coin  press  fails  to  deliver  a  planchet,  the  dies 
strike  one  another,  and  each  receives  an  impression  of  the  opposing  die.  This  disfigurement,  when  noticed,  usually  results  in  the  replacement 
of  both  dies.  In  the  case  of  the  1937-D  3-leg  nickel,  however,  the  choice  was  made  to  go  with  a  more  expedient  solution:  removal,  repolish, 
reuse.  Very  few  Gem  Uncirculated  65-quality  examples  are  known  (For  a  more  detailed  account  of  this  popular  variety,  see  David  VV.  Lange's 
The  Complete  Guide  to  Buffalo  Nickels.)

Both  dies  have  minor  clash  marks,  as  seen  on  a  large  percentage  of  half  dollars 
in  1815.  Mintage  fell  to  47,150  pieces  during  1815  when  the  climax  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars  reached  a  crisis,  upsetting  the  world’s  specie  pay¬ 
ments  system.  Little  silver  or  gold  was  sent  to  the  Mint  that  year  for  coinage,  and  this  paucity  in  supply  continued  through  to  1817  or  1818. 
Then,  to  add  tragedy  to  misery,  in  January  1816,  a  disastrous  fire  struck  the  Philadelphia  Mint  areas  housing  the  rolling  equipment  used  to 
prepare  the  ingots  and  strips  of  silver  and  gold  coinage.  Production  ceased  until  repairs  could  be  completed  in  1817.  The  disruptions  of  the 
Napoleonic  Wars,  and  our  own  War  of  1812  with  Britain  brought  impaired  coin  production.  According  to  historical  accounts,  the  1815  coin¬ 
age  that  was  produced  was  circulated  through  the  Planter's  Bank  of  New  Orleans.  Most  survivors  today  are  well  circulated  or  badly 
impaired.  Extremely  Fine  to  About  Uncirculated  coins  can  be  found  for  a  price.  However,  this  particular  coin  seems  to  be  with  us  only 
through  the  favor  of  providence.

Although  essentially  untouched  by  cleaning  or  any  signs  that  it  was  ever  tarnished,  the  smooth,  light  to  medium  gray  surfaces  show  a  few 
small  marks  that  a  collector  can  use  as  identifiers  since  this  is  among  the  finest  specimens  on  the  market  today.

For  a  detailed  account  of  the  Carson  Mint  in  Nevada,  collectors  will  want  to  acquire  a  copy  of  Rusty  Goes  "The  Mint  on  Carson  Street".  In  his 
reflections  on  the  year  1870,  the  year  the  mint  opened  for  business,  Goe  has  this  to  say:  "On  February  10, 1870  the  stars  seems  to  be  properly 
aligned  and  Carson  City  was  ready  for  the  first  coins  ever  bearing  the  "CC"  mintmark  to  be  delivered.  The  2,303  silver  dollars  set  in  motion 
the  timeless  love  affair  rooted  in  the  operations  oat  the  Carson  City  Mint.  Two  months  later,  the  half  dollar  became  the  second  silver  denomi¬ 
nation  struck  at  that  legendary  institution.  Ten  days  later,  on  April  20,  1870,  quarters  were  produced,  thus  rounding  out  Carson  City's  inau¬ 
gural  year  offering  of  silver  coins." 

Goe  goes  on  to  observe  that  "approximately  100  years  after  the  1870-CC  half  dollars  were  minted,  numismatists  established  that  no  more  than 
40  pieces  existed.  In  the  late  1970s  and  early  1980s,  information  about  a  hoard  of  double  that  size  came  to  light.  When  the  time  came,  numis¬ 
matic  researcher  Randall  E.  Wiley  confirmed  the  existence  of  a  90  coin  hoard.  Wiley  examined  this  significant  hoard  in  1986,  attributing  vari¬ 
eties  and  assigning  grades.  No  fewer  than  55  pieces  graded  AG  to  VG,  23  were  F  to  VF,  and  nine  received  the  XF  rating.  Only  three  coins 
qualified  for  the  highest  grade  in  the  lot,  that  being  About  Uncirculated  (AU)."  This  is  significant  for  prospective  bidders  of  the  lovely  About 
Uncirculated  specimen  offered  in  this  lot!

ages  were  small  throughout  1794-1803  because  little  demand  existed  domestically  for  silver  dollars.  1794  is,  of  course,  the  most  famous  date 
among  regular  issues  (with  the  1804-dated  bust  dollars  being  something  else  entirely).  The  First  United  States  Mint  when  it  opened  for  oper¬ 
ations  in  1793  struck  coins  to  order,  for  the  most  part.  Bankers  and  others  deposited  silver  and  gold  with  the  Mint,  which  the  Mint's  workers 
turned  into  coinage  and  then  delivered  to  the  owners  of  the  precious  metals.  Only  1,758  silver  dollars  were  minted  in  1794. 

Those  depositing  silver  with  the  Mint  had  a  preference  for  half  dollars  over  the  silver  dollars,  ordering  more  of  the  smaller  denomination  than 
the  larger.  As  best  as  we  can  tell,  the  dollar  denomination  was  too  large  for  daily  transactions  but  too  low-value  for  convenient  transportation 
or  storage  of  large  sums  of  money  (gold  did  a  better  job  at  this).  Many  1794-1803  silver  dollars  were  later  melted. 

In  1794,  the  mint  did  not  have  a  coining  press  powerful  enough  to  strike  Dollar-size  coins.  The  largest  press  it  had  was  used  for  large  cents 
and  half  dollars.  Therefore,  this  press  is  the  one  chosen  to  strike  the  first  American  silver  dollars.  It  was  soon  discovered  that  it  was  not  up  to 
the  job,  leaving  part  of  the  design  on  the  left  side  of  the  coin  (the  dies  being  slightly  misaligned)  weak  and  indistinct.  Although  the  left  hand 
stars  and  upper  portion  of  the  left  side  reverse  letters  are  normally  weakly  impressed,  they  are  completely  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  The  coin 
offered  in  this  lot,  while  slightly  injured  in  its  travels,  is  nevertheless  a  desirable  addition  to  any  specialized  collection  of  early  United  States

The  coins  resulting  from 
the  strikes  are  almost  always  sharp.  Very  sharp,  in  fact,  and  far  more  so  than,  say,  a  higher-relief  BB-27.  Notice  in  the  photographs  how  much 
hair  can  be  seen  on  Liberty's  forehead,  temple,  and  back  of  the  temple,  and  swirling  in  waves  down  the  lower  back  of  her  neck.  This  is  marvel¬ 
ous  to  behold,  and  unusual  to  describe  for  readers.  The  same  bold  features  carry  over  to  the  reverse,  where  the  eagle's  wings  show  extensive 
(though  not  100%  complete)  feather  detail,  and  the  wreath  and  supporting  legends  show  bold  design.  The  surface  is  outstanding  as  well.  The 
rims  couldn't  be  better.

In  1799,  some  11  obverses  and  17  reverses  were  combined  to  produce  23  varieties.  The  earliest  obverse,  evidently  a  1798  die  left  over  without 
final  digit  and  only  completed  at  hardening,  is  the  famous  Irregular  Date;  the  irregular  date  comes  with  three  reverses,  one  of  which  is  the 
famous  15  Stars  blunder:  the  regular  "arc  pattern"  began  with  seven  stars  in  top  row,  six  in  second,  plus  the  two  at  beak  and  behind  head.  On 
discovery  of  the  blunder,  die-maker  Robert  Scot  greatly  enlarged  two  end  clouds  to  conceal  the  two  extra  stars,  but  some  points  remain  clear. 

This  reverse  also  comes  with  what  many  believe  to  be  the  second  die  of  the  year,  the  famous  1799/8:  an  obverse  originally  made  up  for  the 
1798  Wide  Date  group  but  mislaid  or  for  some  other  reason  unused.  This  overdate  die  also  comes  with  two  other  reverses  that  do  not  have  15 
stars.

Motto  specimen.  Both  sides  are  layered  in  antique-copper,  salmon-pink,  apricot  and  powder-blue  iridescence  that  provides  awe-inspiring  eye 
appeal.  There  is  a  spotlight  of  white  silvery  radiance  that  glows  from  the  shield  at  Liberty's  side.  The  surfaces  are  free  of  even  a  single  distract¬ 
ing  contact  mark,  and  a  silky  smooth  sheen  is  easily  readily  apparent  at  all  angles.  Furthermore,  one  can  discern  bold  field-to-device  contrast 
despite  the  depth  and  beautiful  saturation  of  the  original  toning.  Fully  struck  throughout,  this  exquisite  razor-sharp  Proof  would  make  a 
lovely  addition  to  a  final-year  type  set  or  an  advanced  portfolio  of  numismatic  rarities. 

The  Mint  struck  500  Proof  silver  dollars  in  this,  the  final  year  of  the  No  Motto  seated  Liberty  dollar  series.  All  of  these  coins  were  distributed 
with  the  year's  silver  Proof  sets,  but  many  seem  to  have  fallen  victim  to  the  vagaries  of  troubled  times  that  cast  a  pall  over  civilization  in  the 
United  States  at  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  A  fair  number  of  examples  were  mishandled  at  one  time  or  another,  and  locating  an  unimpeachable, 
stellar-quality  representative  in  today's  market  is  anything  but  easy.  When  encountered,  such  pieces  command  significant  premiums  not  only 
because  of  their  own  status  as  condition  rarities,  but  also  due  to  the  elusiveness  of  the  business  strike  1865  seated  dollar  in  all  grades. 

The  Proof  No  Motto  seated  Liberty  dollar  series  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  collect  in  all  of  U.S.  numismatics.  From  the  series'inception  in 
1840  through  1858,  the  Mint  did  not  record  the  number  of  Proof  coins  struck  each  year.  It  is  likely  that  very  few  examples  were  produced,  par¬ 
ticularly  when  one  considers  that  there  were  scarcely  any  numismatists  active  in  the  country  during  the  1840s  and  1850s.  Although  mintage 
figures  increased  beginning  in  1859,  collector  demand  remained  low-key  and  many  of  the  Proofs  struck  from  1859  through  1865  may  have 
been  and  probably  were  melted  as  unsold  at  year's  end.  The  onrush  of  the  Civil  War  in  April  1861  resulted  in  considerable  disorder  and  con¬ 
fusion  in  the  Mint,  and  reduced  the  already  limited  number  of  collectors  which  further  contributed  to  the  rarity  of  Proof  No  Motto  dollars  in 
today's  market.

Still  others  said  he  was  an  average  guy  living  out  his  years 
in  Reno,  Nevada,  who  had  a  distrust  of  big  government  and 
bought  a  load  of  silver  dollars,  an  awful  big  load  of  silver  dol¬ 
lars  (400,000+)!  Perhaps  all  of  them  are  right.  Lavere  Redfield 
was  bom  at  the  turn  of  the  20th  century.  He  died  in  1974  leaving 
behind  an  estate  worth  over  100  million  dollars  and  one  of  the 
largest  silver  dollar  hoards  ever  assembled  of  mainly  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  dates  in  mint  bags,  now  called  the  "Redfield  Hoard". 
He  was  said  to  be  very  thrifty  and  appeared  so,  wearing  jeans 
and  wool  shirts  even  after  he  became  rich.  Surely  influencing 
him  was  his  early  life  as  a  potato  farmer.  In  his  senior  years  he 
drove  around  in  an  old  dilapidated  pickup  truck.  If  you  had 
seen  him  then,  you  might  have  thought  he  was  still  digging 
potatoes.  A  big  legal  battle  ensued  over  his  estate  when  he  died. 
His  silver  dollars  first  went  to  market  in  1976.  Paramount  Coin 
Company,  one  of  the  distributors,  encased  their  contingent  in 
plastic  holders  with  red  cardboard  inserts.

The  World's  Columbian  Exposition  commemorates  the 
400th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Colum¬ 
bus  and  "to  tell  the  story  of  the  world's  progress  through 
those  four  centuries."  America's  third  largest  exposition,  it 
was  distinguished  by  direct  Federal  sponsorship  similar  to 
U.S.  Centennial  in  1876.  When  first  suggested,  rivalry 
among  cities  was  keen,  but  Congressional  Acts  in  1890  set¬ 
tled  the  issue  by  selecting  Chicago  (original  "The  Garden 
City"  but  in  modem  times  "The  Windy  City").

Proof  1862  quarter  eagles 
can  only  be  considered  as  very  rare  due  to  fact  so  few  were  struck.  In  spite 
of  the  dearth  of  auction  sales  in  recent  years,  the  fame  of  Proof  1862  quarter 
eagles  is  lost  in  the  shadows.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to  its  proximity  to  the 
Proof-only  1863,  famous  in  American  numismatics.

storic  note:  After  criticism  arose  following  release  of  the  1908  sandblast  Proof  gold  coins,  the  Mint  altered  its  procedure.  It  dropped  the  sandblast  style, 
d  introduced  the  satin  finish  in  1909  and  1910.  The  satin  surface  (Charles  E.  Barber  called  it  "bright")  was  produced  by  fresh  dies  used  in  the  Mint's 
?dal  press.  The  surface  is  the  result  of  buffing  the  hubs  to  remove  cutting  burs  from  the  reducing  lathe.  The  1908  and  1911-15  sandblast  pieces  were 
ade  by  taking  a  satin  Proof  coin  and  lightly  sandblasting  it.  We  call  these  "matte  Proofs"  today.  The  officials  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  decided  they 
uld  not  make  brilliant  Proofs  like  those  in  the  previous  Liberty  head  series,  and  wanted  something  distinctive  for  collectors.  After  the  sandblast  in  1908 
led  to  satisfy,  this  satin  finish  was  tried,  but  shortly  thereafter,  the  sandblast  technique  was  once  again  put  into  use.

1854-D.  NGC  graded  MS-61.  In  NGC  holder  2064543-001.  Well  struck  and  untoned.  Here  is  an  American  classic,  the  1854-D  three-dollar  dold  piece. 
Only  1,120  were  coined,  and  most  circulated  into  low  grades.  It  is  likely  that  only  a  few  hundred  survive.  This  date  is  virtually  impossible  to  locate  in 
full  Mint  State.  It  is  also  probable  that  some  that  have  been  may  be  crossovers  or  other  attempts  at  a  higher  grade  representing  only  a  couple  of  coins. 
Regardless,  this  is  clearly  among  the  Finest  Known  specimens  of  the  date,  high  up  in  the  Condition  Census,  certainly  a  coin  for  the  avid  collector  of  rare 
date  gold. 

The  D  mintmark  is  quite  large  on  the  1854-D,  apparently  it  was  used  on  half  eagle  dies.  The  reverse  die  shows  light  clash  marks,  with  Liberty's  head 
outlined  within  the  reverse  wreath.  On  the  obverse,  clash  marks  are  faintly  visible  as  well,  along  with  a  swirling  spot  below  IC  of  AMERICA,  probably 
an  artifact  of  its  minting.  The  fields  possess  pale  frosty  luster  and  the  devices  are  well-enough  struck  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  We  note  that  the  upper 
curl  on  Liberty's  head  is  a  touch  weak,  as  well  as  the  high  curl  over  her  ear.  Rim  dentils  are,  of  course,  flatly  struck.  On  the  reverse,  besides  the  flat  den¬ 
tils  in  the  upper  half,  there  are  no  problems  aside  from  a  couple  of  insignifant  marks  above  the  3  in  the  denomination. 

This  is  the  rarest  regular  issue  $3  date,  and  the  most  valuable.  Only  the  Proof  only  1875  is  more  costly,  aside  from  the  unique  1870-S.  We  encourage  spir¬ 
ited  bidding  when  this  important  rarity  in  Mint  State  61  crosses  the  block. 

As  Congress  had  passed  into  law  this  curious  denomination  in  1853,  dies  were  prepared  for  the  new  denomination  for  coining  in  1854.  It  was  believed 
that  these  coins  could  be  used  to  purchase  sheets  of  stamps,  with  standard  postage  being  3<t,  logic  followed  that  a  $3  coin  would  be  useful  in  circulation. 
Philadelphia  coined  138,618  in  1854,  while  New  Orleans  coined  24,000.  Dahlonega,  on  the  other  hand,  only  produced  1,120,  and  never  coined  another  S3 
after  this  small  issue.

Untoned  with  semi 
reflective  surfaces.  Approximately  60  to  80  examples  are  known  in  all  grades  of  the  intriguing  S  over  D  BD-6  variety  half  eagle  of  1795.  Easy  identifiers 
are  the  flag  of  the  5  in  the  date  is  halfway  over  the  drapery,  while  the  tip  of  the  1  is  free  of  the  curl  (only  obverse  used  with  this  combination).  This  die 
pairing  is  the  second,  and  final,  use  of  the  blundered  reverse  die  and  is  the  one  most  often  seen  in  high  grades.  However,  the  shattered  state  of  both 
dies  indicates  a  single  production  run  for  this  variety.  The  damaged  dies,  according  to  Dannreuther,  account  for  the  retirement,  as  with  all  early  Mint 
issues.  "This  curious  reverse  die  possibly  was  the  result  of  either  alcohol  or  a  late  night  party,  as  the  die  sinker  made  numerous  slips  while  preparing 
this  reverse,"  notes  Dannreuther,  half  jokingly.  "The  spikes  from  the  dentils  are  also  seen  on  this  obverse  die,  as  well  as  the  previous  obverse  die  [BD-5], 
although  they  are  not  as  plentiful  as  seen  on  the  reverse." 


What  needs  to  be  discussed  is  the  coin's  outstanding  state  of  preservation.  Well  detailed  for  this  more  difficult  early  gold  Type,  with  bright  greenish 
golden  color.  I  he  color  adds  considerably  to  the  appeal  of  the  reflective  fields  and  frost-hardened  devices.  Clockwork  precision  seen  in  the  detail  of  the 
hair  and  eagle,  as  well,  l  ull,  problem  free  rims  on  both  sides,  no  mischief  ever  occurred  to  this  coin,  and  even  making  up  for  a  few  slight  marks  and 
hairlines,  it  would  be  hard  to  find  another  similarly-graded  example  to  compete  with  this  coin.

This  handsome  MS63  sets  at  the  high  end  of  the  popular 
Condition  Census  listing,  a  subjective  yet  no  less  important  ranking  of  surviving  specimens. 
The  coin  has  soft,  frosty  luster  and  exhibits  light  yellow-gold  color  (Charlotte  gold  often 
tests  positive  for  a  high  silver  content  with  other  trace  elements  in  addition  to  the  90% 
gold,  hence  the  color-shift).

This 
handsome  coin  is  superior  to  the  famed  Elrod  Collection  specimen  in  MS64  sold  by  Heritage  in  March  of  2005.  The  mintage  for  the  year  topped  out  at 
64,472  pieces,  making  it  one  of  the  more  abundant  Charlotte  Mint  dates.  However,  only  three  or  four  are  believed  to  be  known  in  Mint  State  out  of  a  pos-i 
sible  census  of  150.

Opinions  vary  but  are  now  centered  on  the  possibility  that 
only  8-10  pieces  are  left  from  the  original  mintage  in  all  grades.  This  fine  example  is  one  of 
the  few  we  have  offered  for  sale.  A  bold  Proof  63,  both  sides  earn  their  stripes  from  the  warm 
orange  color  atop  nicely  reflective  surfaces.  At  indirect  angles,  the  fields  show  off  the  typical 
Proof  "orange  peel"  effect,  accented  by  frost  on  the  devices  to  give  two-tone  contrast.

1870.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Cameo.  Housed  in  NGC  holder  1551341-004.  Brilliant  untoned  golden  surfaces.  A  very  rare  date  in  the  long  Liberty  Coronet 
half  eagle  series  that  spans  the  years  1839  to  1907.  The  1870  issue  had  for  decades  certainly  been  overlooked  by  specialized  collectors  (although  a  few 
wise  "name"  collectors  from  the  last  century  saw  its  potential).  Today,  the  1870  Proof  is  widely  recognized  for  what  it  is,  an  opportunity  that  should 
not  be  ignored!  Only  35  Proofs  were  originally  sold  to  collectors,  and  while  Akers  and  others  fail  to  give  indication  for  the  numbers  of  survivors,  Breen 
estimates  that  perhaps  a  dozen  survive  today.  We  believe  there  may  be  even  fewer  than  a  dozen,  and  we  quote  Akers  concluding  comment  about  this 
date,  "...very  rare  and  for  some  unknown  reason  [1870  Proofs]  have  appeared  at  auction  less  often  than  similar  or  lower  mintage  Proofs  of  many  other 
dates."  When  one  turns  to  the  certification  services,  their  data  further  reinforces  this  belief  as  most  have  been  certified  no  higher  than  Proof  63  or  Proof 
64  by  PCGS  or  NGC. 

Included  in  the  short  roster  are:  (1)  Scanlon:2334  (Stack's  10/73),  described  as  "flawless,"  and  bringing  $4,400.  Later  this  piece  appeared  in  Bowers'

America's  brand-new  navy, 
christened  the  Great  White  Fleet  was  steaming  around  the  world  on  its  grand  tour  as  sort  of  a  chest-pounding  exercise  at  the  time  the  Wire  Edge  tens 
were  in  production.  What  we  were  telling  the  other  great  sea  powers  was  that  America,  too,  was  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with.  Regardless  of  one's  opinion 
of  nationalism,  whether  it  be  all  mighty  or  all  foolhardy,  Theodore  Roosevelt  was  in  the  vanguard  of  this  American  "awakening."  These  elegant  Ten 
Dollar  Pieces  of  1907  by  Augustus  Saint-Caudens  were  one  of  the  more  visible  aspects  of  this  modernization  program,  and  should  be  cherished  as  others 
cherish  artifacts  from  prior,  historic  openings.

All  were  issued  with  the  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  motto  on  the  reverse 
below  the  eagle's  breast.  Congress  had  listened  to  the  criticism  given  the  1907  No  Motto  coins  and  had  taken  action  over  the  objection  of  President 
Roosevelt  who  was  the  man  responsible  for  eliminating  the  motto  in  the  first  place.  By  1908,  the  designer  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  was  dead,  so  he 
played  no  part  in  the  proceedings.  This  piece  very  closely  resembles  the  lower  denomination  Proofs  of  1908,  $2.50  and  $5,  as  well  as  the  $20  gold  higher 
denomination,  which  have  a  coarse-grain  sandblast  surface.

A  very  rare  coin  and  missing  in  most  collections.  Lightly  toned.  One  of  the  classic  rarities  of 
the  series,  this  beautiful  About  Uncirculated  53  coin  will  be  long  remembered  by  specialists. 
Smooth,  even  wear,  it  has  far  fewer  abrasions  than  usually  encountered  for  the  grade.  The 
fields  retain  luster,  and  the  strike  is  complete  and  balanced.  Free  of  annoying  rim  marks,  too, 
or  other  circulation-related  problems,  this  coin  will  no  doubt  enthuse  the  experienced  numis¬ 
matist  who  appreciates  such  quality  in  the  early  double  eagles. 

The  internal  politics  within  the  Philadelphia  Mint  continued  unabated  when  1861  rolled 
around.  Mint  Director  Snowden  and  others  seemed  to  dislike  Chief  Engraver  Longacre,  and 
actively  worked  to  undermine  his  authority.  One  such  attempt  was  this  new  reverse  die 
engraved  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet,  the  reverse  letters  were  taller  and  more  narrow  than  on  the 
Longacre  design.  The  new  design  was  briefly  accepted,  but  when  a  few  were  coined  it  was 
realized  that  there  was  insufficient  room  for  the  border,  thus  the  design  elements  would  wear 
quickly,  and  the  Philadelphia  Mint  stopped  production.  Mint  Director  Snowden  cabled  the  San 
Francisco  Mint  and  asked  them  to  use  the  old  leftover  dies  rather  than  the  new  Paquet  reverse, 
but  19,250  had  already  been  coined.  These  Paquet  reverse  double  eagles  were  released  into 
circulation,  along  with  the  regular  dies  coins.  In  1937  A.  J.  Fecht  finally  noticed  the  reverse  die, 
and  called  it  a  pattern  in  The  Numismatist  3/37  page  199.  It  wasn't  until  1951  that  the  archives 
were  examined  and  the  story  behind  this  reverse  die  came  to  light.  Most  of  the  survivors  came 
from  Europe  and  are  heavily  bagmarked. 

The  Paquet  pieces  are  generally  referred  to  as  having  "taller  letters,"  than  the  coins  struck  from 
Longacre-produced  dies.  There  were  more  changes  than  this  made  by  Paquet,  with  the  letter 
size  being  relatively  minor.  The  scrolls  and  eagle  are  larger,  and  placed  closer  to  the  denomi¬ 
nation;  the  eagle's  head  has  been  remodeled,  while  the  ring  of  stars  is  widened  with  the  rays 
removed  from  within  it.  In  the  process  of  enlarging  the  shield,  Paquet  seems  to  have  made  an 
error:  he  put  17  horizontal  lines,  thus  creating  a  16-stripe  shield  instead  of  the  official  United 
States  13-strike  one.

This  is  one  of  the  key  dates  to  find  in  Choice  Mint  State  of  the 
iaint-Gaudens  series  of  double  eagles.  Mintage  declined  to  481,000  for  the  year,  all  of  which  (or  nearly  all)  circulated.  A  few  later  surfaced  in  Swiss  banks 
vaults,  but  clearly  the  supply  was  insufficient  to  fill  the  burgeoning  demand.  It  can  be  said  with  some  assurance  that  in  this  condition,  the  1  _6-D  is  a 
;reat  rarity,  with  few  peers  and  only  a  handful  in  higher  grades. 

rhe  color  of  this  beautiful  coin  is  spectacular,  with  no  disturbance  in  the  luster  copper  stains.  The  strike  is  sharp  as  any  we  have  seen  and  we  note  a 
omplete  absence  of  weakness  on  either  side.  Every  detail  is  full.  There  is  one  hidden  insignificant  scrape  down  Liberty  s  outstretched  arm,  but  a  glass  is 
needed  to  see  any  other  marks  for  the  most  part.

The  production  run  was  a  mere  74,000  pieces,  help¬ 
ing  to  explain  the  low  supply  of  coins  available  for  collectors  to  obtain. 
There  do  not  appear  to  be  many  abrasions  that  would  bar  this  frosty 
double  eagle  from  its  lock-solid  MS64  designation  by  the  grading  service. 
Since  it  is  a  near-Gem  we  encourage  one  and  all  to  formulate  a  strict  mar¬ 
ket  price.  There  will  be  no  slipping  through  the  cracks  when  it  comes  time 
for  bidding.  In  addition  to  the  coin's  smooth  features,  both  sides  reveal  a 
precision  strike  that  conforms  well  with  what  we  know  about  other  1930-S 
$20  gold  pieces,  that  this  date  was  more  carefully  produced  than  other 
S-mint  twenties  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  series  and  that  few  escaped  into 
the  channels  of  commerce.

A 
coin  of  singular  beauty  and  importance  to  the  collector.  We  have  mentioned  the  luster.  In  winding  down  this  description,  we  point  to  it  being  a  strongly 
struck  coin,  with  sharp  detail  to  all  the  important  high  points.  The  1932  Saint-Gaudens  is  a  modern  day  rarity  whose  numbers  have  not  been  increased 
over  the  years  by  hoards  or  European  stockpiles  as  have  other  dates  in  the  series.

All  the  same,  only  a  few  score  exist  today  in  all  grades,  mainly  bagmarked  MS61  to  MS63.  The  1932  is  a  member  of  a  very  select  group,  not  unique,  but 
certainly  exclusive  among  the  1929-32  club  of  rare  dates,  a  string  of  $20  issues  whose  numbers  were  nearly  all  melted  down.  Most  coin  collectors  and 
non-specialists  have  never  seen  one  of  these  coins.  Most  would  mortgage  their  mother-in-law  to  Countrywide  Bank  if  it  would  provide  the  funds  to  bid 
on  it.

■ound  fifties  were  coined,  the  dies  broke  in  striking  the  63rd  —  as  did  the  remaining  pairs  of  dies  then  on  hand.  Coinage  had  to  be  delayed  until  more 
lies  arrived  from  Philadelphia. 

'The  authorizing  act  specified  3,000  fifties:  1,500  each  of  the  octagonal  and  round  types.  Sales  went  well  enough  to  convince  the  authorities  to  strike  the 
entire  authorization,  with  9  extras  reserved  for  assay  of  the  octagonal  type,  10  extras  of  the  round.  However,  the  high  prices  of  these  coins  severely  lim- 
ted  the  numbers  to  be  sold.  According  to  Exposition  price  lists,  a  single  $50  coin  could  be  had  for  $100,  but  this  price  entitled  the  buyer  to  the  half  dollar, 
dollar  and  quarter  eagle  free  of  additional  charge. 

'The  complete  five-piece  sets  (including  both  fifties)  cost  $200  —  the  buyer's  choice  of  copper  frame  or  leather  case  again  free  of  extra  cost.  A  complete 
double  set,  mounted  to  show  both  obverse  and  reverse,  cost  $400  for  the  ten  pieces  and  their  copper  frame.  This  could  be  obtained  in  hinged  or  un¬ 
hinged  versions."

This  went  into  a  five-piece  set  (half  dollar,  dollar,  quarter  eagle 
and  both  fifties),  which  contained  the  #1  specimens  of  the  other 
denominations;  the  set  was  housed  in  a  special  gold  presentation 
case  made  by  Shreve  &  Co.,  and  was  presented  to  Charles  C.  Moore, 
president  of  the  Exposition.  In  a  public  statement,  Shanahan  made 
the  erroneous  claim  on  striking  the  first  piece  that  he  was  "about  to 
strike  the  first  50-dollar  coin  ever  issued  under  authority  of  law  in 
the  United  States."  He  was  unaware,  like  most  numismatists  until 
recent  years,  that  the  original  octagonal  fifties  issued  1851-53  by 
Augustus  Humbert,  either  as  United  States  Assayer  of  Gold  or  as 
the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold,  were  issued  under  author¬ 
ity  of  law,  specifically  the  Act  of  September  30,  1850,  and  that  it  was 
under  this  authority  that  Humbert  obtained  his  hubs  from  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint  (the  original  dies  being  the  work  of  Charles  Cushing 
Wright  under  federal  contract),  and  that  the  dies  bore  the  inscription 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  identically  to  those  on  coins  from 
regular  branch  mints.

The  goddess  Minerva  or  Athena  wears  the  crested  helmet  found  on  numerous  depictions  of  her  in  ancient  Greek  coinage;  it  is  pushed  back  off  her  face 
to  signify  peaceful  intentions.  According  to  the  Breen-Swiatek  history  of  these  important  $50  coins,  "We  have  not  found  the  exact  Greek  coin  used  as 
prototype  of  this  head,  though  the  crested  helmet  is  of  the  Athenian  type,  and  there  are  numerous  silver  coins  of  Velia  and  Corinth  showing  her  in  this 
type  of  helmet,  sometimes  wreathed  as  here,  often  with  other  devices  on  it.  Most  such  types  have  a  long  tailpiece  to  the  crest,  which  is  omitted  here  Oil 
her  shield  is  MCMXV  (1915),  only  the  second  use  of  Roman  numerals  for  date  in  United  States  coinage  history  up  to  that  time  (the  first  was  the  various 
types  of  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles  of  1907).  Why  Athena  or  Minerva?  She  was  the  goddess  of  wisdom,  skill,  agriculture,  horticulture,  spinning  and 
weaving,  crop  rotation,  among  other  things,  and  she  taught  her  followers  to  grow  and  use  olives,  whose  oil  was  long  indispensable  in  cooking  and  pro 
viding  light  by  night.

Is  it  original  (meaning  struck  in  1836;  or  could  they  have  been  minted  in  after  years,  that  is,  are 
they  restrikes,  struck  perhaps  as  late  as  1860?  What  is  known  for  certain  is  that  the  line  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  stands  for  Christian  Gobrecht,  fecit 
(=  'made  this.")  The  fields  are  muted  from  the  passage  of  time  with  evidence  of  light  hairlines  on  each  side.  Mostly  toned  in  varying  light 
shades,  there  is  an  area  of  deeper  steel  with  gray  iridescence  below  the  eagle.

Dies  for  the  Gobrecht  dollar  Patterns  were  engraved  in  1836  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  assistant  to  the  ailing  Chief  Engraver,  William  Kneass. 
Gobrecht  used  as  his  model  sketches  made  by  Titian  Peale  and  Thomas  Sully.  The  obverse  has  the  familiar  figure  of  1  iberty  with  flowing 
dress,  seated  on  a  rock,  a  staff  and  liberty  cap  in  her  hand.  At  the  base,  a  shield  inscribed  LIBER!  Y  in  raised  letters.  An  American  eagle,  some 
say  modeled  after  Peter,  the  mint's  adopted  eagle,  flies  to  the  left  within  a  field  of  twenty-six  varying-sized  stars.  The  13  largest  stars  are 
meant  to  represent  the  original  colonies,  while  the  13  smaller  ones  bring  up  the  total  to  the  number  of  states  admitted  to  the  Union  since  colo¬ 
nial  times  (Michigan,  the  26th  states,  was  admitted  in  1837.)

The  reflective 
surfaces  show  signs  of  mingled  medium  gray  with  deeper 
grade  shades  of  toning.  Agreeably  well  struck  to  say  the 
least,  in  fact  fully  so,  with  detail  aplenty  to  merit  special  ref¬ 
erence  here. 

The  United  States  Mint  had  ceased  striking  silver  dollars  in 
1804.  Although  the  denomination  was  the  standard  mone¬ 
tary  unit  in  U.S.  coinage,  demand  for  it  came  mostly  from 
bullion  depositors,  and  few  dollar  coins  circulated  in  the 
beginning  of  the  19th  century.  Half  dollars  were  preferred. 
Much  of  each  year's  silver  dollar  mintage  was  either  melted 
domestically  or  exported.  By  the  1820s  and  '30s  however, 
two  successive  Mint  directors,  Samuel  Moore  and  Robert 
M.  Patterson,  had  advocated  reviving  dollar  coinage.  The 
1836  Gobrecht  coins  are  the  first  tries  at  issuing  silver  dol¬ 
lars  again,  which  would  go  into  regular  (if  limited)  produc¬ 
tion  in  with  the  modified  seated  Liberty  dollar  in  1840.

All  High  Rarity.  Each  coin  marvelously  toned,  all  are  superb  examples  of  their  type,  in  all  cases  but  one,  the  Finest  Certitied,  rarities  all! 

1871  continues  the  appearance  of  Longacre's  famous  Indian  Princess  design  on  Pattern  coins  introduced  in  1870.  The  motif  (in  modified  form) 
subsequently  appeared  on  later  varieties  through  1873.  Collectors  agree  almost  to  a  man  that  had  it  been  adopted  for  circulation,  the  Indian 
Princess  set  would  have  made  a  beautiful  addition  to  the  nation's  coinage.  The  design  was  by  James  Barton  Longacre,  Mint  Engraver  from 
1844  until  1869.  Longacre  adapted  Liberty's  head  ornamentation  in  modified  form  from  his  1854  Type  2  and  Type  3  gold  dollars  as  well  as  the 
similar  $3  gold  pieces  introduced  in  1854.  Liberty's  seated  figure  faces  to  the  left.  At  her  side,  in  place  of  the  Union  shield  is  a  globe  of  the 
world  inscribed  LIBERTY  on  a  ribbon,  the  letters  of  which  are  raised  instead  of  incuse.  Behind  are  two  flags.  On  the  larger  denomination  (dol¬ 
lar)  the  initials  J.B.L.  are  below  the  base  at  right. 

Each  coin  in  this  unique  set  of  Indian  Princess  Types  uses  a  design  without  obverse  stars.  The  reverses  employ  Longacre's  cereal  wreath  con¬ 
sisting  of  cotton  and  corn,  with  the  word  STANDARD  above  the  wreath. 

Longacre  created  three  versions  of  a  cereal  wreath,  two  of  which  made  it  to  circulating  coinage  while  this  third  wreath  remained  exclusively 
on  the  STANDARD  series  of  Pattern  coins  (but  not  the  STANDARD  SILVER  inscribed  Patterns,  which  employ  yet  a  different  style  wreath 
altogether).  The  Longacre  "cereal  wreath"  which  is  used  on  the  flying  eagle  cents,  the  gold  dollars  (type  2  and  3)  as  well  as  the  $3  gold  pieces, 
is  comprised  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton  and  tobacco.  Another  "cereal  wreath"  comprises  cotton,  tobacco,  sugar  cane,  corn,  wheat  and  oak  leaves 
and  is  used  on  numerous  Patterns  as  early  as  1859,  as  well  as  the  regular  issue  half  dimes  and  seated  dimes  introduced  in  1860. 

According  to  William  T.  Gibbs,  a  "Coin  World"  staff  writer,  "The  Treasury  Department  and  Congress  in  1870  were  considering  a  major  revi¬ 
sion  of  U.S.  laws  involving  coinage  and  the  Mint,  with  John  Jay  Knox,  then  deputy  comptroller  of  the  currency  (he  later  became  comptroller), 
serving  as  special  investigator  into  the  needed  changes  and  charged  with  writing  a  report  with  recommendation. 

"Knox  wrote  his  report  in  early  1870  and  delivered  it  in  April;  he  also  wrote  draft  legislation  based  on  his  report,  and  it  was  submitted  to  Con¬ 
gress.  Both  included  a  provision  for  a  "standard"  silver  dollar:  a  90  percent  fine  silver  dollar  weighing  384  grains  (the  existing  silver  dollar 
weighed  412.5  grains).  Such  a  dollar  would  be  exactly  twice  as  heavy  as  the  90  percent  silver  half  dollar  then  in  production  (the  1853  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  weight  of  silver  coins  did  not  include  the  silver  3-cent  coin  or  dollar,  which  remained  at  their  existing  weights),  rather  than  more 
than  twice  the  lower  denomination's  weight. 

"Mint  officials,  however,  rejected  the  idea  of  issuing  the  standard  silver  dollar  recommended  by  special  investigator  Knox.  Acceding  to  their 
wishes,  he  deleted  the  standard  silver  dollar  provision  from  his  draft.  Knox's  draft  legislation  languished  in  Congress  from  the  summer  of 
1870  to  February  1872.  That  was  when  a  House  committee  inserted  an  amendment  seeking  a  "trade"  dollar  weighing  420  grains  and  com¬ 
posed  of  90  percent  silver." 

It  was  during  this  period,  when  the  provisions  for  a  STANDARD  coinage  was  still  being  debated,  that  the  Mint  produced  this  exquisite  series 
Pattern  coins  at  the  new  proposed  weight  standard.  A  magnificent  set  of  Indian  Princess  Patterns  destined  for  the  finest  collection  of  such 
pieces.

Numerous  die  polish  lines  and  clash  marks,  as  struck.  Dou¬ 
glas  Winter  alluded  to  this  in  Gold  Coins  of  the  Dahlonega 
Mint  when  he  noted  "due  to  a  number  of  distinct  striking 
characteristics,  the  surfaces  of  most  1852-D  gold  dollars 
have  a  decidedly  'busy’appearance.  There  are  usually  mul¬ 
tiple  clash  marks  before  the  face  of  Liberty  and  the  nose  is 
always  broken.

Upon  receiving  his  post  to  Mint  Director  in  1853,  Colonel 
James  R.  Snowden  readied  plans  to  change  the  gold  dollar 
that  Chief  Engraver  James  B.  Longacre  had  designed  in 
1849.  To  this  end,  he  had  Longacre  increase  the  diameter 
from  13  to  15  millimeters  and  reduced  the  thickness  of  the 
planchets  proportionately.  At  the  same  time,  he  had  Longa¬ 
cre  redesign  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  devices.  The 
chief  engraver  utilized  his  replica  of  the  marble  Venus 
Accroupie  from  the  three  dollar  gold  piece.  The  head  is  in 
higher  relief  than  it  should  be,  which  caused  problems.  The 
wreath  of  corn,  cotton,  maple,  and  tobacco  that  Longacre 
would  in  due  course  immortalize  on  the  Flying  Eagle  cent 
also  made  the  move  from  the  three  dollar  gold  piece  to  the 
new  gold  dollar.  Once  the  Treasury  Department  agreed  to 
the  new  design,  coinage  began  on  August  19,  1854.  After 
two  years  of  production  at  Philadelphia  and  token  outputs 
at  the  branch  mints  that  extended  into  1856,  I  ongacre  was 
instructed  to  rework  the  denomination  and  created  the  flat¬ 
ter-style  Type  3  gold  dollar.

Issues  were  brief  and  limited  in  the  Type  2  Indian  design: 
1854-55  Philadelphia,  1855  from  the  three  Southern  branch 
mints,  1856  San  Francisco  after  the  device  had  been  con¬ 
demned  by  the  mint  as  unworkable.  The  1856-S  dies  were 
shipped  west  in  1855  before  Mint  Director  Snowden's  deci¬ 
sion  to  redesign  the  obverse.  In  all,  only  1,704,985  gold  dol¬ 
lars  were  issued  for  circulation  with  this  obverse  and 
reverse  design:  about  one-seventh  the  mintage  of  small-size 
dollars. 

The  reason  the  coins  proved  unsatisfactory  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  was  that  Longacre  had  miscalculated,  overestimating 
the  power  of  coining  presses  then  in  use  to  create  a  full 
impression  on  the  thin  planchets.  This  error  most  of  all 
affected  the  C-  and  D-Mint  issues,  since  these  branches 
were  using  presses  installed  in  1838  (up-to-date  at  the  time 
but  not  the  latest  1850s  minting  equipment).

And  many  coins  straight  out  of  press  had  the  same 
fault,  adjust  the  presses  as  you  will:  weakness  in  centers  so 
that  obverses  looked  worn,  dates  blurry. 

As  soon  as  Longacre  could  be  spared  from  completing  the 
experimental  dies  for  the  1855  bronze  pattern  cents.  Mint 
Director  James  Ross  Snowden  ordered  him  to  begin  work 
on  a  modified  design  for  the  gold  dollar.  This  1856-D  rarity 
is  one  of  the  best  struck  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  dollars  to 
that  point,  and  a  very  attractive  specimen.

In  the  rebellious  South, 
all  gold  coins  disappeared  swiftly  into  hoards  after  South 
Carolina  made  its  move.  Many  gold  dollars  were  exported 
with  other  specie  to  pay  for  European  armaments  and  war 
materiel.

first  year  type.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  present  you  with  one  of  the  finest  known  1796  No  Stars  early  Quarter  Eagles.  1  here  are  a  num¬ 
ber  of  desirable  features  we  want  to  get  to.  The  grade  is  the  first  one,  for  few  of  these  were  saved  in  Mint  condition  by  the  populace  of  the  day. 
One  or  two  may  have  gone  into  collections.  The  rest  of  the  Uncirculated  survivors  could  only  have  remained  in  their  Mint  condition  by  mere 
luck.  The  lords  of  creation  rarely  explain  how  they  do  it.  We  follow  up  by  saying  that  this  type  was  used  for  only  a  short  while  in  1  /%,  with 
an  estimated  mintage  of  963  pieces  the  coin's  rarity  was  set  in  stone  almost  at  once.  Next,  a  word  about  the  strike:  the  design  is  bold  in  the 
main  areas  of  the  hair  and  cap,  the  eagle  and  shield.  Some  minor  adjustment  marks  are  present  in  the  center  obverse,  thereby  affecting  to 
some  extent  the  detail  in  the  hair  at  that  area.  Elsewhere,  Liberty's  hair  cascades  in  full-formed  waves.  The  fields  are  medium  yellow  gold  and 
primarily  frost-covered,  not  prooflike.  What’s  more,  meaningful  luster  remains,  while  the  fields  as  well  as  the  devices  have  avoided  contact 
with  sharp  instruments,  other  coins,  dropping  on  hard  surfaces  and  the  wayward  male  offspring  of  its  former  ow'ners.  In  short,  magnificent 
surface  condition  added  to  the  high  level  of  mint  luster.  This  set  of  circumstances  is  rarely  seen.  As  an  aside,  the  1796  quarter  eagle  represents 
the  first  appearance  of  the  large-eagle  with  shield  motif  on  our  federal  coinage. 

Most  gold  coin  collections  have  a  space  available  for  the  1796  No  Stars  quarter  eagle.  While  lesser  grade  coins  are  offered  with  regularity. 
Mint  States  are  not.  Once  this  coin  sells,  it  may  have  set  a  record.  Surely  it  deserves  one.  Those  in  the  live  auction  room  w'ho  haven  t  the 
wherewithal  to  bid  will  at  least  all  feel  better  and  be  more  able  to  enjoy  themselves  now  that  the  trained  critical  mind  of  the  auctioneer  has 
recorded  a  price  level  on  this  key  numismatic  masterpiece.

The  story  of  the  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  Mint  begins  with  the  discovery  of  gold  in  that  part  of  the  country.  As  the  area  grew  in  both  wealth 
and  prestige,  there  was  soon  agitation  on  the  part  of  North  Carolina's  congressional  delegation  to  establish  a  branch  of  the  United  States  Mint 
at  Charlotte,  the  seat  of  Mecklenburg  County.  Though  not  specifically  stated,  it  was  expected  that  such  a  mint  would  put  the  Bechtlers  out  of 
business.  Legislation  creating  the  Charlotte  branch  of  the  U.  S.  Mint  was  signed  into  law  by  President  Andrew  Jackson  on  March  3,  1835. 
Coinage  at  the  new  mint  was  limited  to  gold,  since  that  metal  provided  the  sole  reason  for  its  creation.  Production  of  coins  did  not  begin  until 
1838  (half  eagles)  and  1839  (quarter  eagles).  The  mint  was  closed  at  the  outbreak  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  (1861-65).

A  splendid  specimen  of  one  of  the  more  elusive  and  also  most  dis¬ 
tinctive  quarter  eagles  in  the  Liberty  series.  There  is  a  noticeable  die  bulge  at  the  point  of  the  bust  of  Miss  Liberty,  as  struck,  as  always  seen, 
and  no  doubt  this  bulge  was  responsible  for  the  early  demise  and  replacement  of  this  die,  seemingly  after  only  2,988  were  struck.  So  rare  is 
this  issue  that  the  Harry  Bass  sale  offered  only  an  AU58  example. 

On  this  variety,  the  date  in  small  numerals,  all  in  the  same  size  font.  The  logotype  was  punched  into  the  die  quite  high,  about  three  times 
closer  to  the  neck  truncation  than  to  the  dentils.  The  aforementioned  bulge  is  very  distinct,  and  likely  was  caused  during  die  preparation.

A  note  regarding  the  variance  in  the  color  of  Dahlonega 
gold  coins.  It  should  be  understood  that  the  color  was  more 
a  function  of  the  minting  methodology  employed  at  the 
facility,  than  of  the  raw  material  from  which  they  were  pro¬ 
duced,  according  to  one  researcher.  The  Dahlonega  Mint 
produced  gold  coins  from  a  variety  of  gold  sources:  natu¬ 
rally-occurring  gold  (from  Georgia,  as  well  as  other  states) 
in  the  early  days,  foreign  gold  coins,  gold  bullion,  scrap 
gold,  etc.  Counter-intuitively,  the  Dahlonega  Mint  even 
produced  coins  from  gold  that  was  shipped  from  California 
gold  during  1851-1854!  It  was  brought  back  by  local  miners 
returning  from  the  California  gold  fields.  There  is  no  fool¬ 
proof  way  to  know  whether  or  not  a  particular  Dahlonega 
gold  coin  was  produced  from  locally  mined  metal.  There  is 
historical  evidence,  however,  as  well  as  modern  scientific 
evidence,  that  the  gold  coins  produced  at  Dahlonega  had  a 
high  silver  concentration  (when  compared  with  gold  coins 
produced  at  the  parent  mint  in  Philadelphia).

The  initial  year’s  production  was  made  at  three  Mints:  Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans  contributed  the  lion's  share  of  the  160,000+  coins 
minted.  Trailing  far  behind  was  the  Georgia  mint  at  Dahlonega  with  a  paltry  1,120  pieces  struck.  Although  uniformly  frosted  around  and 
within  the  devices,  the  fields  are  slightly  brighter  and  definitely  less  worn  than  a  few  others  that  parade  around  the  convention  floors  as 
About  Uncirculated.  Smooth  pale  golden  color  is  noted  throughout,  and  a  decent  lack  of  marks  or  hairlines,  but  given  the  consistent  high 
quality  with  the  coins  from  this  consignor,  that  goes  without  saying.

This  is  the  key  to  a  set  of  Carson  City  Mint  half  eagles,  and  a  date  highly  esteemed  by  gold  connoisseurs  for  more  than  a  century  now.  The 
1870-CC  $5  is  rarely  offered  for  sale  in  any  grade.  Above  Extremely  Fine  it  is  a  major  find,  and  practically  nonexistent  in  Uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion.  Oddly,  the  few  Mint  State  pieces  known  to  exist  lack  eye  appeal.  The  1870-CC  often  possesses  a  weak  strike  at  the  eagle's  neck  down  to 
the  shield,  and  most  examples  are  heavily  abraded  with  marks  and  nicks.  Finding  a  relatively  problem-free  specimen  like  the  coin  offered 
here,  with  better  than  average  strike,  is  worth  a  considerable  premium. 

Carson  City's  gold  coin  production  got  off  to  a  rather  inauspicious  start  in  1870  when  minting  created  only  17,372  half  eagles,  eagles,  and  dou¬ 
ble  eagles  combined,  with  a  total  face  value  of  just  $173,235.  In  comparison,  the  San  Francisco  Mint  produced  over  one  million  gold  coins  that 
year  with  an  aggregate  face  value  of  nearly  $20  million!  Bullion  deposits  were  limited  to  what  local  miners  brought  in  as  Carson  City’s  only 
duty  was  to  the  residents  and  mining  operations  in  the  region.  San  Francisco's  mint  had  already  been  open  16  years  at  the  time  this  half  eagle 
was  made  (For  a  lengthy,  well  researched  account  of  the  Carson  Mint,  we  recommend  to  readers  they  acquire  a  copy  of  Rusty  Goe  s  The  Mint 
on  Carson  Street  published  by  Southgate  Coins  and  Collectibles.)

The  warm  golden  color  of  the  1908  pieces  has  a  level  of  sandblast  finish  similar  to  the  finish  used  in  1911-15,  but  it  differs  markedly  in  the 
1909-10  half  eagles.  The  coin  we  are  describing  here  has  been  warily  sheltered  from  scratch  and  hairline,  and  is  struck  with  super-sharp  clar¬ 
ity  at  all  the  inner  devices.  This  is  among  the  best  examples  available  to  collectors.  Truly  one  among  a  privileged  few.  The  coin  has  the  edge 
over  others  in  recent  memory,  and  as  such  is  mandatory  that  the  bidder  formulate  a  strong  estimate  before  the  bidding  starts.

deep  reflectivity.  A  magnificent  gem  Cameo  Proof  of  the  date  in  all  senses,  and  one  momentary  look  should  be  adequate  to  prove  our  point. 
Only  30  Proof  1866-dated  eagles  were  minted,  all  of  which  carry  motto,  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  We  would  hazard  a  guess  that  as  few  as  10  or  so 
are  in  collections  today,  that  is  all.  And  of  those,  only  fraction  of  the  examples  have  been  graded  by  PCGS,  though  not  a  another  coin  in  a 
PCGS  holder  comes  even  close  to  the  present  specimen,  let  alone  surpass  it! 

This  year,  1866,  is  a  major  one  in  American  numismatics,  one  of  a  small  group  of  dates  that  need  little  or  no  explanation  to  the  student  of  the 
subject:  1873,  1907,  and  1916  also  come  to  mind.  During  the  darkest  days  of  the  Civil  War  it  was  suggested  that  the  nation’s  spirits  might  be 
uplifted  by  the  inclusion  of  a  centralizing  motto  with  more  of  an  emotional  punch  than  the  long-time  E  Pluribus  Unum.  A  number  of  patterns 
coins  were  made  with  one  form  of  this  motto,  GOD  OUR  TRUST  (1861-63).  However,  there  followed  a  much  better  sounding  version  in  the 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  pieces  of  1864  and  later.  The  addition  of  the  motto  to  $5,  $10  and  $20  gold  coins  in  1866  created  a  new  Tvpe.  and  ISoo  is 
now  the  dividing  line  for  the  denominations  where  the  motto  supplements  the  design.  This  lovely  Proof  65  Deep  Cameo  is  the  finest  certified 
by  PCGS:  Pop  1;  None  finer  at  PCGS.

Patri¬ 
otic  fervor  arising  out  of  the  trauma  of  Civil  War  gave  birth 
to  demands  for  a  religious  motto  to  be  added  to  America's 
coinage.  In  1861,  1862,  and  1863,  two  variations  of  this 
motto  were  used  on  Pattern  coins.  The  first,  GOD  OUR 
TRUST,  was  rejected;  the  more  lyrical  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
came  off  better  and  was  included  on  the  new  Two-cent 
Pieces  of  1864  and  Shield  Nickels  of  1866.  The  Act  of  March

Little  historical  information  exists  to  explain  why  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint,  unlike  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  struck  so  few 
coins  in  the  early  to  middle  part  of  the  1880s.  We  do  know 
that  the  financial  system  had  recovered  from  the  Greenback 
inflation  of  1861-79  when  gold  or  specie  payments  once 
again  became  available  in  the  East  Coast  banks.  Be  that  as  it 
may,  production  figures  were  historically  low  in  the  years 
1881  to  1887.  The  situation  did  not  improve  until  1888 
when  mintage  of  double  eagles  returned  to  more  normal 
levels.  With  a  mintage  of  only  751  coins,  the  offering  of  any 
1885  double  eagle  makes  collectors  stand  up  and  take 
notice.  At  least  several  dozen  coins  are  known,  mostly 
higher  range  circulated  levels  and  lower  range  Mint  State 
designations.  All  are  in  great  demand  and  usually  sell 
instantly  when  offered.  The  date  on  the  circulation  strikes 
is  placed  slightly  differently  from  that  on  the  Proofs,  farther 
to  the  left,  with  the  8  centered  under  the  B  (J.B.L.),  while  on 
the  Proofs  the  center  of  the  8  is  ever  so  slightly  to  the  right.

Discussion  often  focuses  on  the  survival 
rate.  It  could  be  that  as  few  as  25  to  35  examples  may  exist  today.  The  best  estimates  come  from  the  grading  census  of  the  two  main  services, 
NGC  and  PCGS,  with  the  proviso  that  the  numbers  are  likely  inflated  from  duplicate  submittals  (See  below.) 

The  matte,  or  more  properly,  sand-blast  surface  on  this  coin  is  virtually  identical  to  that  found  the  Proofs  of  1911  and  1912.  Depending  on  the 
length  and  force  of  the  sand-blasting  process  used  on  each  coin,  however,  in  color  may  vary  from  coin  to  coin.  This  lovely  Gem  resembles  a 
1908  with  its  deep  brownish-khaki  patina.  The  warm  color  is  really  quite  beautiful.  Such  a  coin  can  easily  serve  to  give  prominence  to  and 
highlight  any  collection  of  rare  United  States  gold  coins.  We  see  and  find  no  flaws,  no  copper  staining,  nothing  in  other  words  to  cause  a  bid¬ 
der  to  pass  this  chance  to  bid.

Georgia  and  cen¬ 
tral  North  Carolina  gold  was  more  yellow  and  pure  than 
the  gold  of  the  mountain  region  and  South  Carolina. 
Bechtler  is  believed  to  have  had  a  standard  of  seven  shades 
of  gold  to  help  him  determine  fineness." 

The  Kagin  reference  goes  on  to  say,  "Bechtler  made  his  own 
coining  machinery,  with  the  specie  being  stamped  with  the 
weight  of  the  piece,  its  fineness  in  carats,  and  its  dollar 
value.

Historic  reference:  According  to  noted  authority  on  Territorial  Gold  Coins,  Donald  Kagin,  in  his  book  "Private  Gold  Coins  and  Patterns  of  the 
United  States,"  of  all  the  private  coiners,  "Bechtler’s  operation  was  one  of  the  fairest  to  the  miners,  as  evidenced  by  the  longevity  of  the  mint 
(almost  20  years)  and  its  substantial  production  (over  $2  million). 

"Having  perceived  a  need  for  a  smaller  denomination,  Bechtler  issued  the  first  $1  gold  piece  in  the  United  States  about  the  latter  part  of  1831. 
Another  major  modification  in  the  Bechtler  coinage  occurred  in  1834.  That  year  Congress  passed  a  bill  reducing  the  gold  content  of  our  gold 
coins.  Bechtler  prepared  new  dies  engraved  with  the  date  "August  1,  1834"  and  began  producing  new  coins  with  the  reduced  weight. 

"Bechtler  coins  appearing  later  in  1834  bore  the  words  "NORTH  CAROLINA  GOLD,  CAROLINA  GOLD,  and  GEORGIA  GOLD.  Since  there 
were  three  different  purities  and  corresponding  weights  appearing  on  the  $5  gold  coins  (20  carats-140  grains;  21  carats-134  grains;  and  22  car 
ats-128  grains)  il  is  believed  that  the  location  inscriptions  actually  designated  three  different  degrees  of  fineness,  regardless  ot  where  the 
stamped  gold  was  mined.

This  being  one  of  the  "Carolina  Gold"  issues,  it  is  believed, 
according  to  the  Kagin  reference  and  earlier  archival  testi¬ 
mony,  that  the  location  inscriptions  actually  designated 
three  different  degrees  of  fineness,  regardless  of  where  the 
stamped  gold  was  mined. 

Kagin  states  that:  A  statement  by  the  Acting  Director  of  the 
Mint  supports  this  theory:  "Bechtler  location  stamps  are 
only  to  assist  in  indicating  the  different  qualities,  as  they 
are  generally  understood  in  that  region,  Georgia  gold  being 
usually  the  best  and  North  Carolina  the  poorest."  The 
stamped  location  on  the  coins  generally  corresponded  with 
the  three  degrees  of  fine  gold  content  and  was  at  least  equal 
to  and  usually  exceeded  the  new  United  States  standard 
(129  grains  of  .900  fine  gold  for  $5).  Confirmation  on  this 
point  might  be  found  in  the  Bechtler  advertisement, 
wherein  he  offered  to  make  special  coins  from  "Georgia 
and  South  Carolina  gold."  An  interesting  era  in  American 
history!

from  the  dies  and  no  toning  or  alloy  spots.  The  strike  is  medium-strong  for  the  date,  with  just  brief  softness  at  the  eagle's  breast  and  tail  as 
well  as  the  leg.  Also,  some  of  the  outer  legend  is  a  little  indistinct  from  the  grainy  appearance  of  the  luster.  It  reads:  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT 
UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALIFORNIA  1851 . 

The  U.S.  Assay  Office  would  produce  what  became  the  highest  denomination  U.S.  gold  coin  to  circulate  --  octagonal-shaped  $50  gold  coin¬ 
ingots,  often  referred  to  as  "slugs."  On  the  reverse,  the  design  appears  as  a  series  of  concentric  circles  in  the  center,  surrounded  by  overlapping 
lines  or  perhaps  a  better  way  of  putting  it  is  a  series  of  wavy,  concentric  circles  (found  on  the  reeded  edge  slugs).  These  concentric  circular 
lines  are  known  to  mechanics  as  "engine  turning,",  the  design  is  similar  to  the  web-like  engraving  in  the  vignettes  on  paper  money  or  on 
watchcases,  and  unique  to  Territorial  Gold  struck  at  the  Assay  Office  of  Gold  in  the  early  years  of  the  Gold  Rush.  A  rare  Mint  State  offering  of 
one  of  these.

It  is  often  noted  by  numismatists  that  this  issue  is  easier  said  than 
done  to  find  fully  struck.  The  centers  pack  full  detail  into  the  eagle  design  from  a  decidedly  precision  strike,  with  only  marginal  strike  soft¬ 
ness  at  the  upper  part  of  the  shield,  leg  and  claw.  The  wings  and  scroll  show  excellent  detail,  as  does  all  lettering  in  the  legends. 

The  latter  style  of  $50  "slug"  has  a  reeded  edge  (earlier  ones  carried  lettered  edges)  and  is  struck  from  a  die  pair  not  involving  individual  pro¬ 
cesses  (as  in  the  complicated  creation  of  the  lettered  edge  pieces).  The  present  piece  shows  luster  in  the  form  of  light  frost  and  the  surface  has 
some  typical  stray  marks.  This  is  the  887  THOUS  variety.  Why  not  "coin  standard"  .900  Fine?  The  necessity  of  the  additional  refining  effort 
required  to  bring  the  melt  up  to  standard  would  have  been  prohibitive  in  this  early  period  (though  it  was  accomplished  later).  The  reverse,  as 
in  the  previous  1851-dated  piece  displays  the  engine-turned  design,  sometimes  attributed  to  Augustus  Humbert  who  once  made  watch  cases 
(presumably  with  engine  themselves). 


The  $50  octagonal  "slug,"  was  a  mainstay  of  California  business  transactions  in  the  first  years  of  Statehood.  They  were  employed  in  large 
transactions,  being  the  best  coin  of  choice  in  a  region  of  the  country  that  had  a  dearth  of  circulating  specie.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  paper 
money  was  prohibited  in  California  (under  the  Constitution  of  1850),  so  until  sufficient  lesser  denomination  gold  coins  were  made,  these  2-1/

Sleek 
golden  in  color  seesaws  with  an  occasional  hint  of  greenish 
yellow  toning,  the  surface  condition  causes  us  to  commend 
the  coin  to  one  and  all  since  it  escaped  the  usual  heavy  bag¬ 
marking  and  alloy-impurity  streaks  seen  on  many  Territo¬ 
rial  issues.  The  hallmark  of  Kellogg  &  Company  coins  is 
their  sharp  detail  and  accurate  images  that  borrowed  from 
the  regular  Federal  gold  coins.  Much  as  the  luster  is  supe¬ 
rior  in  so  conservative  a  grade  as  Mint  State  61,  so  too  is  the 
strike:  the  dies  left  their  rigid  impression  behind  with  clear 
precision,  indeed,  incredible  precision  when  one  accounts 
for  the  stars,  the  waves  of  hair,  the  coronet  and  its  lettering, 
and  the  Kellogg  rendition  of  the  standard  ornate  reverse.

Upon  arriving  in  California  the  partners  of  this  firm  operated  a  private  mint  and  assay  office  that  struck  $10,  $20,  and  $50  gold  pieces.  The  $50 
pieces  follow  closely  the  theme  on  the  Federal  $20  gold  Liberty  coins  of  the  day;  as  a  $50  denomination  in  a  time  of  dire  need  for  a  circulating 
medium,  the  coins  were  acceptable  to  the  populace.  As  the  only  round  $50  gold  pieces  issued  in  California,  they  found  acceptance  elsewhere 
and  circulated  in  other  regions  of  the  Western  United  States.  Evidently,  their  round  shape  (and  the  availability  of  lower  denominations  from 
the  same  firm)  made  them  as  acceptable  as  the  $50  slugs  of  Humbert  and  the  U.  S.  Assay  Office.  The  Alta  California  reported  that  $38,000  of 
these  fifties  and  twenties  were  produced  in  a  day. 


This  nicely  balanced  AU53  example  shows  clear  striking  details  on  the  date  and  stars  plus  the  legends  of  the  reverse.  There  is  a  little  luster 
left,  and  smooth  and  mostly  mark-free  look  covering  the  entire  surface  including  Liberty's  cheek  contour.  We  do  note  a  few  nicks  in  the  field 
before  the  face.  Liberty  herself  proudly  displays  full  sharp  hair  and  a  nicely  curved,  if  slightly  rounded  coronet  edge.  Tire  reverse  has  typical, 
but  again  small,  circulation  abrasion  from  the  time  it  spent  as  a  method  of  payment.  Unlike  other  $50  gold  coins  by  Wass  Molitor  this  piece 
lacks  heavy  cuts  on  the  rims  The  reverse  takes  over  from  where  the  obverse  left  off  in  being  not  only  sharp  throughout  (including  the  wreath) 
but  aSv^nou^  that  bidder,  will  want  to  own  i,  in  heartbeat!

The  softness  is  found  at  the 
centers  on  both  sides,  but  to  be  fair,  this  is  not  unexpected.

Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.,  Leavenworth,  Kansas  bankers, 
formed  a  branch  of  their  establishment  in  Denver  after  gold 
was  discovered  in  the  region  in  the  1850s.  Clark,  Gruber 
became  the  largest  mint  in  the  Territory.  Its  operation 
would  subsequently  form  the  basis  for  the  Denver  Mint 
government  mint.

Complete  five-piece  sets  of  these  famous  commemoratives  contain  a  silver  half  dollar,  a  $1  gold,  a  $2.5  gold,  a  $50  octagonal  gold,  and  a  $50 
round  gold.  And  what  an  outstanding  set  it  is!  Accurately  graded  without  the  least  worry  of  censure,  the  silver  half  dollar  is  naturally  toned 
by  its  evident  long  residence  one  of  the  original  frames  or  velvet-lined  boxes  these  sets  came  in  (holder  not  included  with  the  set).  We  remind 
readers  that  the  luster  on  these  varies  somewhat.  It  ranges  from  frost  on  the  gold  dollar  to  more  satiny  surface  on  the  half  dollar  and  the  two 
t  pieces,  while  the  $2.5 0  has  a  characteristic  unique  on  a  gold  commemorative  in  having  fine  raised  swirl  lines  in  the  fields.  The  latter  was 
expressly  done  when  the  dies  were  prepared  for  striking. 

Jn  *ssues  *x)r  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  stand  at  the  zenith  of  American  commemorative  coin  design.  In  all, 

60,000  half  dollars  were  coined,  of  which  34  were  kept  back  for  assay.  Of  the  59,966  pieces  available,  27,100  were  eventually  sold  while  the 
remainder  were  destroyed  at  the  Mint.  25,034  gold  dollars  were  coined,  of  which  34  were  used  for  assay  and  the  balance  all  sold  10,017  $2  50 
gold  pieces  were  struck,  of  which  17  were  set  aside  for  assay,  leaving  10,000  available.  Of  these  there  were  6,750  sold  and  the  rest  were  melted. 

Finally,  the  two  prestige  denominations  in  the  set:  there  were  1,509  of  the  octagonal  $50  pieces  made,  of  which  nine  were  used  for  assay  646 
were  actually  sold  and  the  remainder  went  to  the  melting  pot.  There  were  1,510  round  $50  pieces  including  10  for  assay.  Just  483  were  sold. 

All  the  Pan-Pacific  coins  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and  bear  the  S  mintmark.  For  the  coining  of  the  massive  $50  pieces  an 
hydraulic  press  weighing  14  tons,  with  a  striking  power  of  450  tons,  ordinarily  used  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for  the  minting  of  medals,  was 
shipped  by  rail  to  the  San  Francisco  Mint. 

The  octagonal  $50  gold  piece,  the  largest  coin  ever  authorized  by  Congress,  and  the  first  minted  since  1852  of  any  other  shape  than  round, 
was  made  a  prominent  occasion  at  the  several  striking  ceremonies. 

Prices  were  as  follows:  half  dollars,  $1  each  or  six  for  $5.  Gold  dollars,  $2  each,  or  six  for  $10.  $2.50  gold  pieces,  $4  each,  or  six  for  $20.  $50  gold 
pieces,  either  shape,  $100  each.  Complete  sets  that  were  mounted  in  leather  cases  sold  for  $200.  That  both  shapes  of  the  $50  pieces  were  of 
similar  design  was  probably  done  as  an  economy  measure. 

In  the  years  since  the  close  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  these  commemoratives  have  become  highly  prized  by  numismatists.  Today,  the 
large  and  impressive  $50  coins  are  especially  admired,  and  it  is  always  an  occasion  when  a  set  in  such  lovely  Gem  condition  is  offered  for 
sale!

Building  upon  the  tradition  established  by  the  1876  Centennial  Exhibition  (Philadelphia),  1892-1893  Worlds  Columbian  Exposition  (Chi¬ 
cago),  the  1900  Paris  Exposition,  the  1904  St.  Louis  World's  Fair,  and  other  great  events,  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  show¬ 
cased  marvels  of  technology,  art,  history,  and  science.

The  "Battleship"  note  Series  1918  $2  Federal  Reserve  Bank  note  features  on  its  back  an  engraving  of  the  World  War  I  battleship  BB-34  USS 
New  York.  Launched  in  October  1912,  the  New  York  was  flagship  for  Rear  Admiral  Frank  Fletcher,  commanding  the  fleet  occupying  and 
blockading  Vera  Cruz  until  resolution  of  the  crisis  with  Mexico  in  July  1914.  The  New  York  then  headed  north  for  fleet  operations  along  the 
Atlantic  coast  when  war  broke  out  in  Europe.  Three  years  later,  after  America's  entry  into  the  World  War,  preparations  for  "distant  service," 
were  completed  and  New  York,  Wyoming  (BB-32),  Delaware  (BB-28),  and  Florida  (BB-30)  sailed  for  the  British  Isles.  They  reached  Scapa  Flow 
in  the  Orkney  Islands,  on  December  7, 1917.  Although  retaining  their  American  designation  as  Battleship  Division  9,  these  four  dreadnoughts 
became  the  6th  Battle  Squadron  of  the  British  Grand  Fleet  upon  arrival  in  British  waters. 

During  World  War  II,  USS  New  York  participated  in  the  invasions  of  North  Africa  (1942)  and  at  Iwo  Jima  (1945).  During  the  three  days  of 
shelling  at  Iwo  Jima,  the  ship  fired  more  rounds  than  any  other  ship  present;  and,  as  if  to  show  what  an  old-timer  could  do,  made  a  direct  14- 
inch  hit  on  an  enemy  ammunition  dump. 

After  the  war,  the  New  York  was  picked  to  serve  as  a  target  ship  in  Operation  Crossroads,  the  Bikini  atomic  tests.  The  ship  left  San  Francisco 
on  May  1, 1946,  and  after  calls  in  Pearl  Harbor  and  Kwajalein,  reached  Bikini  in  June.  Surviving  the  surface  blast  of  July  1  and  the  underwater 
explosion  July  25,  BB-34  was  taken  into  Kwajalein  and  decommissioned  there  August  29,  1946.  Later  towed  to  Pearl  Harbor,  this  venerable 
lady  was  studied  during  the  next  two  years,  and  on  July  8, 1948  was  towed  out  to  sea  some  40  miles  and  there  sunk  after  an  8-hour  pounding 
by  ships  and  planes  carrying  out  full-scale  battle  maneuvers  with  new  weapons.
